South of the Border 


L ast month I mentioned the 
upcoming elections of your 
president, vice president and 
Board of Governors. The ballots will 
be mailed later this month and I again 
urge you to exercise your right as an 
ANA member and vote for the can- 
didates of your choice. 

One of the important items that the 
Board acted on at its last meeting con- 
cerned the continuance of midwinter 
conventions. We decided to hold these 
events in southern cities, and, as of this 
writing, San Diego, California, and 
Orlando, Florida, tentatively are the 
alternating hosts. Next year’s midwin- 
ter convention is scheduled for March 
2-4, 1990, in sunny San Diego. The 
Board also approved a recommenda- 
tion for a minimum bourse of 350 
tables as the standard for all future 
midwinter shows. As long as facilities 
are available, the first full weekend in 
March will remain the standard date 
of the shows.

On the Road 

During recent weeks, it seems I’ve 
hardly had time to unpack my suitcase 


before it’s time to pack up and “hit the 
road’’ again. However, it is a great ex- 
perience to represent our Association 



and to have the opportunity to visit 
conventions of our member clubs. I’ve 
been meaing new people, making new 
friends, and certainly renewing old ac- 
quaintances and friendships. 

In late March I had the chance to 
be the guest speaker at the Northern 
Valley ^ew Jersey) Coin Club, where

The next 
day, I joined a smaller group on a 
visit to the “Paper Factory,’’ Mexico’s 
equivalent of our Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing.

(It was also noted by 
this paper money colleaor that Mex- 
ico soon will be offering uncut sheets 
of currency. Canada currently offers 
uncut sheets, while Australia sold out 
their supply in three days, leaving a 
number of colleaors disappointed.) 

The convention opened with an in- 
augural breakfast. After the ribbon was 
cut, the bourse filled quickly with en- 
thusiastic colleaors. The aaivity was 
great for three days, and dealers ap- 
peared quite content as they packed up 
Saturday evening. A farewell cocktail 
party hosted by the society gave me a 
chance to say “adios’’ to the people 
who went far out of their way to make 
your president feel at home. •

ligion be placed on all our money. 

Why is this important.^ From his- 
tory we know that states often “es- 
tablished” a certain religion. The es- 
tablished church naturally became 
dominant, and the state often outlawed 
all other religions. In return, the church 
endowed the state with divine sanaion. 
This union of church and state was a 
very powerful weapon of oppression. 

The Founding Fathers realized 
where this deadly combination could 
lead and explicitly forbade it in the 
country they created. I, along with 
many others, believe that these four 
words on our money are a small wedge 
that could be used to crack the idea of 
separation of church and state. 

My final point concerns Mr. Jack- 
son’s notion of majority rule. He asks, 
“Isn’t this an organization and nation 
in which majority rules?” My answer 
to this question is a resounding “No!” 
There are certain things that are ap- 


propriately determined by public vote, 
i.e., election of public officials (though 
this is rarely decided by a majority of 
the citizens); however, others are not. 
The majority has no right to vote away 
the rights of the minority. 

The ideals of this country expressed 
in our concept of individual rights and 
written down in the Constitution were 
designed to protect minorities from 
oppression by the majority. The fact 
that a majority may favor something 
does not mean that their views on the 
subjea are valid, nor does it give them 
the right to impose their views on 
the minority.

Gold Commems, 

Proof Sets Available 

The South American nation of Suri- 
name has issued two gold proof com- 
memorative coins to mark the 40th an- 
niversary of the Conseil International 
Du Sport Militaire. Two denomina- 
tions have been authorized— a 1,000 
guilders, having a mintage of 1,250, 
and a 500 guilders, with a mintage of 
2,500. The commemoratives share 


common designs modeled by British 
Royal Mint Engraver Robert Elderton: 
Suriname’s coat of arms is featured on 
the obverse and the logo of the Con- 
seil International Du Sport Militaire is 
depicted on the reverse. 


Also available is a six-piece 1988 
frosted proof collection, representing 
Suriname’s circulating coinage— cop- 
per-plated steel 1- and 5-cent coins, and 
copper-nickel 10-, 25-, 100- and 250- 
cent pieces. Each coin bears the Suri-

Papal Visit Inspires Gold, 
Sterling Proofs 

The visit of Pope John Paul II to the 
Kingdom of Lesotho in September is 
the subject of gold and sterling frosted

ling proof 1 0-maloti piece. 


proof commemorative coins. A gold 
250 maloti and a silver 10 maloti were 
designed by British Royal Mint En- 
graver Robert Elderton. The obverses 
show the Lesotho coat of arms. The 
reverses bear a three-quarter bust of 
the Pope, facing left, encircled by the 
inscription KETELO EA NTATE EA 
HALALELANG 1988 (“Papal Visit 
September 1988’’). The same bust, re- 
versed, is used for a 1988 Mozambique 
1 ,000 meticais struck to celebrate the 
Pope’s journey to nations in Africa. 

The 250-maloti piece has a diameter 
of 28.4mm and a weight of 15.98g; 
the 10-maloti coin measures 38.61mm 
and weighs 28.28g. They can be pur- 
chased from the British Royal Mint for 
$495 and $44.95, respectively. Send

BERMUDA: 

$5 through $100 
Notes Updated 

The 20th anniversary of the Bermuda 
Monetary Authority has been marked 
by the introduction of a new series of 
bank notes. The first stage of note 
reform was introduced in November 
1 988 with the debut of the $2 bill; the 
second stage, initiated on February 20, 
1989, involves updating the $5, SIO, 
$20, $50 and $100 bills. 

Bermuda’s new bank notes still will 
bear the tuna watermark and a secu- 
rity thread, but the thread will carry 
the word BERMUDA in miniscule let- 
tering. New security features include 
micro-lettering; a “see-through” de- 
vice; a latent image (on all but the $2); 
and a silver motif (only on the $50 and 
$ 100). The width of the notes has been

Mackenzie Exploration 
Recalled on $1 Coin 

A ceremony held at the Royal Cana- 
dian Mint in Ottawa on February 22 
introduced Canada’s 1989 commem- 
orative silver dollar marking the bicen- 
tennial of Sir Alexander Mackenzie’s 
canoe expedition along the river that 
was renamed in his honor. 

The reeded-edge $ 1 commemorative 


coin is struck from .500 fine silver and 
weighs 2 3.3 3 g. Canada’s 1989 Mac- 
kenzie dollar can be purchased in

ANA Collection Insurance 
Meets Collectors’ Needs 

For nearly 20 years the ANA has of- 
fered members an “All-Risk” Collec- 
tion Insurance Plan through its Group 
Insurance Administrators, Albert H. 
Wohlers & Company of Park Ridge, 
Illinois. The plan proteas private 
collections from loss or damage by 
fire, theft, robbery, burglary and nat- 
ural hazards. 

Typical homeowner’s or renter’s 
policies limit coverage to a maximum 
of S250, and addition of a special 
scheduled endorsement or rider can 
cost S2.20 or more per $ 100 of value. 
The ANA Colleaion Plan can save 
members as much as 1 1 .20 per S 100 
value for more comprehensive cov- 
erage. In many cases, the savings af- 
forded by the Association’s Colleaion 
Plan more than covers the cost of 
ANA membership. 

One advantage of the ANA Collec- 
tion Plan is that up to S 15,000 of a 
colleaion can be removed from its 
usual place of safekeeping without los- 
ing insurance proteaion, even if on ex- 
hibition or shipped by registered mail 
or insured parcel post. (Of course, the 
plan does not insure against mysterious 
disappearance or items left in unat- 
tended or unoccupied vehicles.) 

A special discount is available for 
larger collections kept in bank vaults 
or safe-deposit boxes. Many collec- 
tors do not realize that insurance cov- 
erage for items stored in this manner is 
the responsibility of the individual, not 
the bank. 

Another unique feature of the ANA 
Collection Plan is low or no dedua- 
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ibles. A deduaible of only 2 Vi percent, 
or up to $100, is required on collec- 
tions valued at $15,000 or less. For 
collections of higher value, no dedua- 
ible is required.

The Seattle Coin Club spon- 
sored two different exhibits during 
NCW and arranged for some local 
publicity as well. The exhibits, placed 
in the former ONB White Center bank 
and in West Seattle Pacific First Fed- 
eral, were created by Jim Payne and 


by Alice McCabe and Mary Fray. A 
“spot” announcing the Pacific North- 
west Numismatic Association’s con- 
vention, held April 21-23, was run on 
Seattle’s KOMO-TV.

1990 Midwinter Convention 
Set for San Diego 

At a meeting held March 2 prior to the 
ana’s midwinter convention in Col-

“The 1990 show 
is going to be exciting and, I hope, our 
largest midwinter yet, with 300 bourse 
tables . . . San Diego [is] planning to 
be our home for the midwinter con- 
ventions in even-numbered years.” 
Plans to hold shows in Florida have not 
been confirmed.

Electors to Consider 
Hall of Fame Nominees 
in 1990 

Every two years, select individuals are 
chosen for inclusion in the ANA’s Nu- 
mismatic Hall of Fame. Eligible for 
this high honor are persons, living or 
deceased, whose contributions to nu- 
mismatics are outstanding and of the 
highest achievement. 


Enshrinees are chosen from a field 
of nominees by a panel of 25 electors 
appointed by the ANA president. Ac- 
cording to a recent ruling by the ANA 
Board of Governors, should an elec- 
tor no longer be able to serve, he or 
she will be replaced by a living Hall 
of Fame member nominated by the 
president and approved by the Board. 
If no Hall of Fame members are avail- 
able, the president shall appoint an 
elector from elsewhere in the numis- 
matic community. 

Each ANA member, whether an or- 
ganization or an individual, may nom- 
inate two individuals for the Hall of 
Fame. Nominations for the 1990 elec- 
tion will be accepted beginning 
October 1989. Nominees who do not 
receive sufficient votes from the elec- 
tors qualify as “holdovers” and are re- 
considered in the next election.

New Price Guide 
for Error Coins 

Error-coin dealer Geoffrey Noe of 
Woodhaven, New York, recently be- 
gan a monthly publication, The Il- 
lustrated Error Coin Pricing Guide 
(lECPG). Selling prices for error coins 
are gathered from error-coin dealers 
around the country and entered into 
a computer. The information is then 
used to generate a list that shows by 
denomination, date and error type the 
number of pieces sold and their average 
price. Each three-month cycle contains 
more than 30 pages of information on 


more than 60 major error coin types. 
The guide has a looseleaf format that 
can be updated and carried to shows. 

A one-year subscription to lECPG 
consists of 12 monthly issues plus 
specialty sheets. A custom three- ring 
binder is available to new subscribers 
for $5. A four-page sample copy can 
be obtained for two first-class postage 
stamps; a full issue is available for 
S3.50 (which is credited toward sub- 
scription).

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THE ORIGIN AND DEVELOPMENT OF 

A Greco-Persian 
Numismatic Motif 

Centuries before the birth of Christ, the bow and the 
arrow emerged as significant symbols of power and 
dominance on ancient coinage. 


B ecause it was the most powerful weapon of the ancient 
world, the bow held an important place in the iconography 
of many ancient cultures and was frequently used as an 
emblem of royal and divine authority. As such, the symbol 
of the bow appears on many ancient coins. This article ex- 
amines the way in which the symbolic use of the bow seems to have pro- 
vided a motif that influenced the development of a specific Greco-Persian 
numismatic sequence. 

The Turned Bow 

In the art of many nations of the ancient Near East, the bow was de- 
picted being carried by various monarchs and deities, grasped naturally 
with the body of the bow held outward, the bowstring toward the king 
or god. Some important exceptions to this stance are found, however, 
which appear to have special significance. 

In the Neo-Assyrian period (883-612 B.C.), for example, a number of the 
palace reliefs and monuments show various kings and gods holding a bow 
with the bowstring turned outward, away from the body. As a weapon, 
the bow is obviously useless when held in this manner, and the pose thus 
appears to represent a formalized gesture. In fact, in all the extant examples, 
the bow is positioned with the string held away from the dominant subject, 
whether deity or king, as in the representation of Sennacherib receiving the 
capitulation of Lachish. The gesture appears, therefore, to be symbolic of 
divine or royal dominance. 

Achaemenid Coinage 

With the advent of coinage, we find that this same pose with the 
turned bow appears on several coins produced in areas strongly influenced

by earlier Mesopotamian culture. The extent of Mesopotamian— and espe- 
cially Assyrian— influence on the culture of Achaemenid Persia is, of 
course, well known (see R.D. Barnett’s Assyrian Palace Reliefs and Their In- 
fluence on the Sculptures of Babylonia and Persia, 1960). 

Although the “archer” darics and sigloi of the Persian Empire depia only 
the unturned bow, the reverse of a gold stater of the Persian satrap (gover- 
nor) Datames of Tarsos shows the ruler seated, holding an arrow with 
a turned bow before him. The position of the 
satrap’s bow can hardly be accidental, as the nor- 
mal orientation of the bow with the string 
toward the body is usually found in Achaemenid 
iconography, and the curve of a conventionally 
held bow would, in fact, better fit the curved 
parameters of the coin. 

The satrap’s name is inscribed behind him in 
Aramaic letters, and a small symbol of the Per- 
sian god Ahuramazda is shown above the seated 
figure. The coin dates to 378-372 B.C., and, de- 
spite the obvious Greek influence on this and 
other satrapal coinage of the period, we see that 
pronounced Near Eastern characteristics seem 
to have been consciously retained on the reverse 
of this particular coin. This is clear not only in 
the elements already mentioned, but also in 
the Persian clothes worn by the satrap (even 
though the god Baaltars on the obverse appears 
in Greek costume) and in the non-Grecian pose 
of Datames. 

Finally, and perhaps most important, the motif 
itself is not of Greek inspiration. On Greek coins 
that approximate the date of this issue, the bow 
is held in the normal fashion (that is, unturned) 
or is not held at all, as in the representation 
of the seated Herakles with bow and quiver at his back on the coins of 
Himera-Thermae, circa 350 B.C. We might well conclude that the re- 
verse displays conscious use of a Near Eastern motif— the turned bow — in 
a Near Eastern context, as opposed to the clearly Greek motif on the 
coin’s obverse.

Seleucid Coinage 

With the fall of Persia and the reign of Seleucus I (312-280 B.C.) over 
much of what had been the Achaemenid Empire, we find the utilization 
of the common Hellenistic style of coinage, which has on its reverse a 
seated figure of Zeus or some other deity holding a staff, an eagle or a 
diminutive Nike. Beginning with the coinage of Seleucus’ successor, An- 
tiochus I (280-261 B.C.), however, an adaptation of these earlier seated 
king or deity types appears, apparently leaning toward Near Eastern 
models such as those depicted on the coin of Datames. 

The seated figure portrayed is now that of Apollo, the patron deity of 
the Seleucid Dynasty, and since the bow is one of Apollo’s chief attributes, 
it is only natural that representations of the god incorporate the bow in 
the motif or use it as an additional symbol. Yet, considering the usage of 
Greek and Hellenistic coinage, we would expect to find the bow held nor- 
mally, with the string toward the god. 

This is not the case, however, and Apollo is shown holding a turned bow 
in the following ways: 

Type A: Seated on omphalos (the navel of the universe) and holding 
a turned bow in his outstretched right hand. 

Type B: Standing, holding a turned bow in his outstretched right hand, 
an arrow in his left. 

Type C: Seated, holding one, two or three arrows in his outstretched 
right hand, a turned bow in his left. The end of the bow rests on 
the ground. 

Type D: Standing, holding an arrow in his outstretched right hand, a 
turned bow in his left. The end of the bow rests on the ground. 

It is important to realize that these variations exactly resemble those of 
the turned-bow motifs in earlier Assyrian and Persian iconography, al- 
though other related types appear on the coins of later Seleucid rulers. 
Thus, a conscious continuity of the motif in its various forms is suggested. 

While it is possible that the god may merely be checking the straightness 
of the bow or arrow before him. Type C motifs, which show the god hold- 
ing two or three arrows, seem to argue against this. (The idea proposed 
by J. Six that the number of arrows represented on Seleucid coinage signi- 
fies the lineal members of the royal family alive at the time of issue has 
not found favor.) Also, the bow remains turned when it is shown at the

Serious Business 

The principles of good business management apply 
equally well to coin club operation — often with 
advantageous results. 


I T IS SAFE to say that there are hundreds of clubs for coin collec- by William 
tors in the United States. It is also safe to say that many of these ANA 94460 
clubs are struggling for survival. They have difficulty bringing in 
new members, and, because their meetings often are dull, existing 
members fail to attend regularly. When the annual election of club 
officers is held, volunteers are nowhere to be found. 

It doesn’t have to be this way, however. Although much has been writ- 
ten about operating a successful coin club, implementing new ideas can be 
difficult. It may help to keep in mind that your club is much like a business 
enterprise and should be operated as such. By this I do not mean you 
should engage in club activities to gain a profit, nor do I suggest competing 
with other clubs for members. I do, however, recommend that you be 
aware of what makes a business successful. 

The essential ingredients of a successful business are a product, publicity 
for the product, a business strategy or plan, good leadership and enthusias- 
tic people. These same ingredients are necessary for a successful coin club. 

Let’s see how each of these components .can aid your organization. 

The Product 

Every business must have a quality product or service to sell. As a 
coin club, your product is your club meeting. The meetings must be a 
good value for your customers (your members^ What type of educational 
programs are of most interest to your members.^ If you don’t know, 
chances are your meetings do not satisfy your members’ desires, and you’ll 
soon lose those members. 

Take a survey of your members to learn their needs and interests and 
tailor your product to meet those needs. Whether the meetings feature 
guest speakers, auctions, roundtable discussions or slide shows, programs 
must be of consistently high quality to keep your customers coming back 
for more. 

Be sure to solicit feedback from your members after each meeting. Did 
the program satisfy them? If not, a change is required.

The Irish Gun 
Money of James II 

An interesting series of coinage was struck by James II 
to satisfy the needs of his Irish troops. 


J AMES Stuart, THE second king of England and the seventh of 
Scotland by that name, was born on October 14, 163 3. He was 
the third child of King Charles I, and his second son. 

In April 1648, during the English Civil War, James escaped to 
The Hague, the seat of The Netherlands government. Early the 
following year he went to Paris, where he learned of his father’s 
execution. At the age of 18, James joined the French army and was happy 
with his career as a French soldier. A treaty made with Oliver Cromwell, 
however, forced him to leave the French army. He then decided to enlist 
with Spanish forces in the Low Countries. 

When the Stuans returned to power in 1660, James returned to Eng- 
land. In the late 1660s and early 1670s, he was gradually converted to 
Roman Catholicism. This was to be an important factor in his losing the 
throne nearly 20 years later. 

On the death of his brother Charles II in February 1685, James, then 
the successful and distinguished Duke of York, succeeded to the throne. 
By his first wife he had two legitimate children, the Princesses Mary and 
Anne, both reared as Protestants. The fact that Mary, who was married 
to William of Orange in 1677, would inherit the throne upon James’ 
death made the thought of a Catholic king tolerable to the people, most 
of whom were Protestant. After all, James II was more than 50 years old 
at the time he came to the throne, and consequently he was not expected 
to reign much longer. 

James probably would have died as king, but in June 1688 his second 
wife gave birth to a son, James Francis Edward. The king now had a male 
heir who would succeed to the throne before Mary. The problem lay in 
the fact that since both James and his wife were Catholics, the heir to the 
throne also would be Catholic. 

As a result, several important Englishmen invited Mary’s husband, Wil- 
liam of Orange, to invade England and secure the throne on her behalf 
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. . . HIS Irish troops were inexperienced, and although 
Louis gave him some military aid, it was not sufficient for 
the task ... his army did not have enough weapons . . . 


William accepted the invitation and landed at Torbay in November 1688. 
Many officers in James’ army desened him, and he was unsure of the loy- 
alty of the rest, so he decided to flee England rather than engage William 
in battle. Following his wife and the baby prince, James arrived in France 
in December. 

France’s King Louis XIV treated James very well during his period of 
exile, but he also had a request. Louis thought it would be an excellent 


idea to send James back to Britain to help distract 
his enemy, William of Orange, from the war Louis 
was fighting on the continent. So, with Louis XIV’ s 
suppon, James set sail for Ireland in February 1689. 

Since Ireland was mainly Catholic, James was 
welcomed and soon controlled most of the coun- 
try, except for Ulster in the north. However, the 
only thing that James had in common with Irish- 
men was religion. As an Englishman, he did not 
hold the Irish people in high regard. His only 
goal in Ireland was to regain control of England 
and Scotland. 

James met with several problems in Ireland. First, 
his Irish troops were inexperienced, and although 
Louis gave him some military aid, it was not suffi- 
cient for the task. As a result, his army did not have 
enough weapons, and those that were available 
were of poor quality. In addition, his troops were 
poorly clothed and lacked sufficient food. 

Coinage was in short supply. James dealt with the 
problem by authorizing the striking of coinage in 
brass that was to be exchanged for silver after he 
won the war. The coins were struck from any scrap 
metal that could be found. Bells and old cannons 
were the primary source of metal; hence, these 
pieces are commonly referred to as “gun money.’’ 

The first issue of gun money, which was struck 
at Limerick and Dublin in 1689, included sixpence, 
shillings and halfcrowns. Unlike most coins, they 
carried the month as well as the year of issue. The 
first halfcrowns and shillings were dated July 1689,

Morgan’s 
Other Coin 

Well known for his popular silver dollar design, Mint 
Engraver George Morgan also created the obverse of 
the highly acclaimed Illinois Centennial half dollar. 


W HAT WAS Engraver George T. Morgan’s fin- 
est work during his 48 years at the Mint? Ac- 
cording to noted numismatist Don Taxay, it is 
not the popular Morgan dollar, long a favorite 
of collectors. Instead, Taxay cites the obverse of 
the Illinois Centennial commemorative half dollar issued in 1918. 

Authorized June 1, 1918, the coin honored the 100th anniversary of Il- 
linois’ statehood. The Northwest Ordinance of 1787 had fixed the north- 
ern boundary of the future state of Illinois at a line drawn west from 
the southern tip of Lake Michigan. Territorial delegate Nathaniel Pope, 
though, succeeded in having that boundary extended 61 miles to the 
north, and on December 3, 1818, Illinois became the twenty-first state of 
the Union. 

The Illinois Centennial half dollar signaled a turning point in the com- 
memorative coin program. Frank G. Duffield, editor of The Numisma- 
tist for many years, told a group gathered at the 1918 ANA conven- 
tion in Philadelphia, “The people of Illinois will be pardoned if they feel 
a little ‘chesty’ over their Illinois Centennial half dollar. Besides being a 
very handsome piece of money, it is the first of its class to be issued by 
the government. 

“None of our previous souvenir coins has been for the purpose of com- 
memorating an occasion, event or undertaking that was confined entirely 
by the boundaries of a single state. It is distinctly an Illinois coin.’’ 

Congress stipulated that the coins were “to be of the same weight, 
fineness and legal-tender quality as the current half dollars, and the United 
States Government will not be put to any expense for making dies or other 
preparations for their coinage.’’ That meant the Illinois Centennial Com- 
mittee, which paid face value for the half dollars, was responsible for in- 
cidental production expenses.

The designs were to be “fixed by the Director of the Mint with the ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the Treasury.’’ Like many of today’s com- 
memoratives, the Illinois Centennial half dollar was the work of two ar- 
tists. One was George T. Morgan, a veteran engraver whose service at the 
Philadelphia Mint had begun in 1876. He was appointed chief engraver 
in 1917, succeeding Charles Barber. 

For the obverse of the half dollar, Morgan engraved a portrait of Lincoln 
as a young man of 2 1 , the age at which he took up citizenship in the 
State of Illinois. The bust was based on a photograph of Andrew O’Con- 
nor’s statue of Lincoln, unveiled in 1918 during centennial ceremonies 
in Springfield. 

How accurate is Morgan’s depiction of Lincoln? Consider the descrip- 
tion written in 1862 by newspaper correspondent Edward Dicey: “Fancy 
a man six foot high and thin out of proportion, with long bony arms and 
legs, which somehow seem to be always in the way, with large, rugged 
hands, which grasp you like a vise when shaking yours, with a long scrag- 
gly neck, and a chest too narrow for the great arms hanging by its side. 

“Add to this figure a head coconut-shaped and somewhat too small for 
such a stature, covered with rough, uncombed and uncombable lank, dark 
hair that stands out in every direction at once; a face furrowed and wrin- 
kled and indented as though it had been scarred by vitriol; a high narrow 
forehead; and sunk deep beneath bushy eyebrows, two bright, somewhat 
dreamy eyes that seem to gaze through you without looking at you; a 
few irregular blotches of black, bristly hair in the place where beard and 
whiskers ought to grow; a close set, thin-lipped, stern mouth, with two 
rows of large, white teeth; and a nose and ears which have been taken by 
mistake from a head of thrice the size.’’ 

The reverse of the half dollar was one of the first coinage challenges for 
30-year-old John R. Sinnock, Morgan’s recently hired assistant. He would 
resign in 1919, only to return to the Mint in 1925 as chief engraver by 
appointment of President Calvin Coolidge. Sinnock’s credits include the 
U.S. Sesquicentennial quarter eagle and half dollar, the Roosevelt dime 
and the Franklin half dollar. 

Although the reverse of the Illinois Centennial commemorative resem- 
bles the reverse of an 1877 pattern half dollar, it actually is an adaptation 
of the state seal of Illinois. The olive branches symbolize peace, while the 
prairie and rising sun represent the plains of Illinois. 

Secretary of the Treasury William G. McAdoo, however, disliked the

use of the state motto and the arrangement of the inscriptions. On June 
24, Acting Director of the Mint Mary O’Reilly wrote to the Superintend- 
ent of the Mint, “The models have been submitted to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, and have been disapproved. I am directed to instruct you to 
cause the designs to be executed in accordance with Section 3517 R.S. 

“The Assistant Secretary specifically directs that the motto ‘E Pluribus 
Unum’ be substituted for that inscribed upon the scroll in the eagle’s beak. 
Attention is called to the requirements of the law which provide that on 
one side there shall be an impression emblematic of liberty, with an in- 
scription of the word ‘libeny’ and the year of coinage; that upon the 
reverse shall be the figure of an eagle with the inscription UNITED 
STATES OF AMERICA and the designation of the value of the coin.’’ 

McAdoo was overruled, probably at the insistence of the Illinois 
Centennial Committee. The motto “State Sovereignty, National Union’’ 
was retained. 

After striking trial specimens in copper and nickel, the Philadelphia Mint 
produced 100,058 Illinois Centennial half dollars in August 1918 (the 58 
odd pieces were for assay purposes). The coins were distributed among the 
state’s counties in proportion to population on the condition they be sold 
at a premium. Profits from the sale of the coins were to be used to pro- 
mote county centennial celebrations, while proceeds from sales made after 
the celebrations were to be devoted to some form of war relief 

The coins sold quickly in the centennial state, although by October 
1918 their existence was still unknown to most collectors outside Illinois. 
None found their way back to the Mint for redemption. However, a 
Springfield bank reportedly hoarded several thousand pieces, which were 
released into circulation at face value during the depression of the 1930s. 

Today, Illinois Centennial half dollars are readily available in grades 
below MS-65. They offer a combination of anistry and historical signifi- 
cance that is a fitting tribute to the Morgan-Sinnock collaboration. •

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Lincoln and 
Kennedy: History 
Repeats Itself 

An inscription on a coin holder inspires the author to 
research the unsettling coincidences shared by Presidents 
Abraham Lincoln and John F. Kennedy. 


I OHN Fitzgerald Kennedy was first known to me as the 
I younger brother of Joseph Patrick Kennedy Jr. This was in Sep- 
I tember 1 940, when Joe and I were both students at Harvard Law 
I School. The two were sons of Joseph Patrick Kennedy, U.S. Am- 
bassador to Great Britain from 1937-40. 

X My knowledge of this family before I came to Harvard was lim- 

ited to what I learned from the news media, in that I grew up and attended 
school in Kalamazoo, Michigan, until I went off to the University of Illi- 
nois for my undergraduate studies. I had never seen New England, the 
Boston area or Harvard prior to my arrival in 1940 to enter law school. 

It was my privilege from September of that year until May or June of 
1941 to see and hear Joseph Jr. express his views, as well as those of his 
younger brother “Jack” and other Kennedy family members, on an infor- 
mal, student-to-student basis. He greatly impressed me with his intelli- 
gence, his experience in political and international matters, and his per- 
sonal magnetism. 

This contact with the Kennedys made it important to me to learn more 
about them subsequent to 1 940. I also became interested in the Kennedy 
half dollars, from the first issue in 1964 up through the most current 
issues. These historical coins are also inexpensive, making them excellent 
starter sets for beginning collectors as well as serving to interest children 
in the hobby. 

One of my early collecting series was the Lincoln cent. My children also 
assembled these sets, as did the Boy Scouts in our troop whom I assisted 
in learning about collecting coins as they worked toward their Coin Col- 
lecting Merit Badges.

It was about a year after the first issue of the Kennedy half dollar that 
I noticed coin shops displaying for sale special holders for the Kennedy half 
dollar and the Lincoln cent with the imprinted caption ''STRANGE BUT 
TRUE,” with specific coincidences listed pertaining to Lincoln and Ken- 
nedy. The holders I saw had nothing on them to designate origin or 
manufacturer. I purchased a number of these holders with the two coins 
in them and distributed them as gifts to Boy Scouts, family and friends. 

It was in 1987 that I decided to research two of the statements on this 
coin holder, namely, that ‘‘Lincoln’s secretary, named Kennedy, advised 
him not to go to theatre [and] Kennedy’s secretary, named Lincoln, ad- 
vised him not to go to Dallas.” I had had previous occasion to research 
other questions using the John Fitzgerald Kennedy Library in Boston, so 
I again turned to this facility for assistance. 

I learned that Mrs. Evelyn Lincoln had been President Kennedy’s secre- 
tary. However, the Kennedy Library could not confirm that President Lin- 
coln had a secretary named Kennedy. I sought the assistance of other re- 
searchers and sources, without success. Then I contacted David Wigdor, 
Assistant Chief of the Manuscript Division of the Library of Congress, ask- 
ing him for any information he could provide concerning this question. 
He replied with the following letter, dated June 29, 1988: 

Dear Mr. Fisher: 

... I regret to inform you that we have failed to identify a Kennedy who 
served on Lincoln’s secretarial staff. Our failure does not mean that your in- 
formation is inaccurate. Kennedy could have been assigned to help in the

White House while an employee of an executive department. For example, 
in the Department of the Interior’s Register of Officers and Agents ... in 
the Service of the United States, John G. Nicolay, private secretary to Lin- 
coln throughout his administration, is listed as a Department of State staff 
member, assigned to work for the President. The name of John Hay, Nico- 
lay’s assistant, does not appear to be in the register, perhaps Kennedy’s name 
was omitted also. 

In our Lincoln Papers as well as in The Collected Works of Abraham Lincoln 
. . . edited by Roy P. Easier, the names of Nicolay and Hay are frequently 
encountered, but no evidence has been found that someone named Kennedy 
worked on the secretarial staff with them.

The only informa- 
tion they could provide me with was that their 
files showed some letters written between 1853 
and 1 860 by a John Alexander Kennedy (1803-7 3). 
These were letters from Kennedy to individuals in 
the Bureau of Customs, commending two persons 
for employment, plus letters to and from the Com- 
missioner of Emigration, dated May 30, 1860. A

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Investing in 
Rare Coins 

If you expect a monetary return on your coin 
purchases, you should be aware of some basic rules. 


A s A COLLEGE professor for 20 years, I’ve probably asked 
about a million true-false questions. Well, it seems like that 
many, anyway. Let me begin this article by posing just 
one more: 

Coins are a good investment. True or False? 

How many of you answered “true”? All of you? Like a lot of true-false 
questions, this one is tricky. In my opinion, the answer to this question, 
as stated, is false. 

The wording implies that all coins are a good investment. While it is 
certainly true that some coins can be a good investment, it is not true that 
all coins are a good investment. You can’t just go out and buy any old coin, 
any rare coin or even any gem quality coin and at some future date expect 
it to be worth more than you paid for it. Presented here are rules for suc- 
cessful coin investing and some of the reasons for them. 


Rule #1: Coins are best considered long-term investments. 

Unlike more conservative investments, such as savings accounts and cer- 
tificates of deposit, coins tend to be relatively stable in value for long 
periods before taking (hopefully) large jumps. Even though you may read 
that a particular coin has an average annual growth rate of 20 percent over 
a five-year period, remember that this is an average. What probably hap- 
pened is that the coin showed no change at all for four years before dou- 
bling in value the fifth year. Coin values are cyclical, and you must keep 
a coin long enough for it to reach a high point in its value cycle. 

Rule #2: Keep up with the value of your investment coins and be prepared 
to sell when the time is right. 

Too many would-be coin investors are very careful when buying but fail 
to monitor their purchases over the years. Don’t just buy a coin, sock it 
into your lockbox at the bank and forget it. Remember, coin values often 
rise precipitously after a long period of stagnation. To sell when the coin 
is at or near its peak value, you need to be aware of changes in value. 
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Too MANY WOULD-BE investors . . . fail to monitor their 
purchases over the years. Don’t just buy a coin, sock it 
into your lockbox at the bank and forget it.

A related point: If you won’t sell a particular coin no matter how well 
it has appreciated, then you didn’t buy it for investment. An investment 
coin is one you’re not attached to, one you’ll sell when it has achieved 
some goal you have set for it. That may come in five years or after just 
six months. Without monitoring its value, you’ll never know when to sell. 

Now, are you ready for a contradiction? Rule #2 implies that you 
shouldn’t be attached to your investment coins, while the next rule sug- 
gests that you should. 

Rule #3: Be a collector. 

Q. David Bowers’ first rule is that you should be a collector if you want 
to invest successfully in rare coins. It certainly is true that incredible re- 
turns are often realized when long-time collectors sell their collections. 

Why is it necessary to be a coin collector if you want to be a coin investor} 

For one thing, if you’re a collector you won’t mind if a particular coin 
or set of coins doesn’t increase in value the way you hoped. A collector 
enjoys his or her collection even when it is not increasing in value. 

For another thing, collectors often take the time and trouble to learn 
about their collecting interest. A knowledgeable collector will know which 
coins in a series are scarce and undervalued. The self-educated collector 
won’t be dependent on the “expenise” of a self-interested and often self- 
serving “investment” counselor. 

Rule #4: Diversify your coin purchases, or— to put it another way— “don’t

put all your eggs in one basket.” 

While specialization increases numismatic expertise, there is merit in 
buying a variety of coins. Even when the coin market as a whole is at a 
low point, there are always some coin series that are doing better than 
others. If you’ve spread your purchases around, chances are good that 
you’ll have some winners. 

Rule #5: Buy low and sell high. 

It’s the oldest cliche in the book when it comes to investing, but it’s still 
true. You should buy a particular coin when it’s out of favor and sell when

everybody wants it. Actually, this is called taking a “contrarian approach” 
to coin investing. 

While a particular coin series or grade is promoted, other perennially 
popular coin series or grades are bound to be ignored. Avoid the promoted 
coin (or sell if you have some), while buying the coin that is temporarily 
out of the limelight. 

Some series are permanently unpopular with the vast majority 
of those who buy coins for investment. The Jefferson nickel is a good 
example. Jeffersons are fine to collect, but you should not buy them 
for investment. 

On the other hand. Walking Liberty halves and Morgan dollars are 
favorites with investors. According to the contrarian rule, you should buy 
these pieces when they are temporarily out of the limelight and avoid pur- 
chasing them when their prices are skyrocketing. 

With the trend toward greater grading precision, there will be times 
when a particular grade is promoted, resulting in prices that rise on an 
almost daily basis. For example, you may find tremendous activity in 
Morgan dollars in MS-65, with nice coins of a slightly lesser quality re- 
maining stationary in price. From a contrarian viewpoint, you should buy 
MS-63 and MS-64 Morgans and avoid MS-6 5s. Of course, if you have 
MS-65 pieces that were purchased when MS-64s were being touted, this 
is the time to sell them. 

Rule #6: If there is little premium for rarity, go for it. 

Why buy the most common date in a series if you can get a scarcer coin 
for about the same price.^ Suppose you want an investment-quality Type 1 
Standing Liberty quarter for your portfolio. There are three realistic possi- 
bilities: the 1917 coins made in Philadelphia, Denver and San Francisco. 
The Philadelphia-minted piece is by far the most common with a mintage 
of 8.7 million, while the other two have mintages of less than 2 million. 
Using values from the 1988 Red Book (A Guide Book of United States Coins 
by R.S. Yeoman), in MS-63 the 1917-D is worth only 8.3 percent more 
and the 191 7-S only 12.5 percent more than the Philadelphia piece. This 
is not an isolated example. If you have a selection of coins of a particular 
type and grade to choose from, compare mintages before buying. If the 
premium is small, take the coin with the lowest mintage. 

Rule #7: Avoid modern, “created” rarities. 

In recent years, private mints and foreign countries have made big 
money by producing and selling “instant” rarities— coins or medals of very

Modern, created rarities 
should be avoided as long- 
term investments. However, 
if you like numismatic items 
with portraits of Disney char- 
acters or pictures of pandas or 
tigers, by all means buy them. 
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limited quantity. Virtually all of these issues are bought by speculators 
hoping to turn a quick profit; they have a limited collector base. Thus, 
modern, created rarities are to be avoided as long-term investments. 

Don’t misunderstand— if you like numismatic items with portraits of 
Disney characters or pictures of pandas and tigers, by all means buy them. 
Just remember that you’re paying a handsome premium over their bullion 
value. After the speculative interest in an issue is over, lack of colleaor 
demand may cause the value of the created rarity to drop to that of its 
bullion content. 

The value of collectibles is determined more by demand than by rarity. 
Since most classic U.S. coins have a strong collector base, demand keeps 
their value high. 

Rule #8: Buy third-party certified and graded coins. 

In the past decade, hundreds of thousands of coins have been certified 
and graded by independent services with acronyms like ANACS, NCI, 
PCGS and NGC. Terms such as “raw,” “papered” and “slabbed” have 
become part of the vocabulary of the coin collector/ investor. 

If a particular coin sells for about the same amount whether or not it’s 
certified and graded, then buy it papered or slabbed. The certified coin will 
be easier to resell than its raw counterpart. 

I’m not advocating a slavish dependence on grading services, however. 
Another cliche in coin-investing circles is that you should buy the coin and 
not the certificate or the slab. Look at a large number of PCGS (or 
ANACS or NCI or NGC) coins of a particular type in MS-65 and you’ll 
see that some are more desirable than others, even though all are cor- 
rectly graded. 

In summary, be a collector first, treat coins as long-term investments, 
monitor your purchases, diversify, take a contrarian viewpoint, buy rarity 
and third-party graded coins when there is little premium for them, and 
avoid modern, created rarities. Above all else, remember the cliche that 
all rules are made to be broken. 

Let’s try that true-false question again. 

Coins can be a good investment. True or False? The answer is “true.”®

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The Appealing Walking Liberty Half Dollar 


C ERTAINLY AMONG THE mOSt 
popular of United States coin 
designs is that of the Walking 
Liberty half dollar of 1916-47. Its ap- 
peal is such that it was revived for the 
American Eagle $ 1 silver bullion coin 
introduced in 1986. Although the half 
dollar pieces are seldom found with 
fully struck details, the Walking Lib- 
erty’s fundamental beauty has never 
failed to charm successive generations 
of collectors. 

Fonunately, mint-state pieces are 
abundant, and this coin as a type is 
within the reach of most budgets. Of 
course, this holds true only for the later 
pieces from the 1930s and ’40s, as the 
earlier issues are all scarce to rare in 
uncirculated condition. Nevertheless, 
there are no major rarities in the series. 
All dates are affordable, though chal- 
lenging, in circulated grades. 

The Walking Liberty half dollar was 
created by Adolph A. Weinman, who 
also designed the dime of 1916. The 
commissions for these coins were 
awarded to Weinman as the result 
of a design competition sponsored by 
the Treasury Department. In addition 
to the dime and half dollar, the quar- 
ter dollar was to be redesigned in 
1916; however, the submissions of 
Hermon MacNeil were selected for 
this denomination. 

Weinman’s success in capturing two 
of the three commissions did not in- 
sure that he would have an easy time 
in completing the assignment. Various 
artistic and technical problems arose 
with the early models for the half 
dollar. As the different design elements 
were enlarged, reduced or relocated, it 
became evident that the sample coins 
struck to test the dies did not meet the 
Mint’s coining requirements. 


The principal problem concerned the 
coin’s varying thickness along its edge, 
which would impair its stacking abil- 



ity. This was a recurring complaint 
from the banking industry, one which 
seems to have been hurled at the Mint 
with every mention of a proposed 
new coinage. 

Another problem concerned the in- 
completeness of the design when struck 
at normal press settings. Efforts to 
bring up the details of the high points 
would result in several revisions of the 
master hub during the produaion run. 
Even so, neither problem was com- 
pletely solved, and flatness of strike is 
the rule for many dates. 

The result of Weinman’s attempts to 
achieve a satisfactory model for the 
making of working dies is a series of 
half dollar pattern coins dated 1916. 
These are all quite rare and seldom of- 
fered for sale. So vague is this area that 
it is not known for certain exactly 
which models exist in coin form. 

For many years, the legality of own- 
ing these patterns was even in ques- 
tion. However, the Treasury Depart- 
ment seems to have accepted the 
pattern coins of 1916 as legitimately 
colleaable and has made no attempts 
at seizure. 

Complicating things further is the 


fact that many of the known pat- 
terns are well worn. One example is 
known to have been retrieved from 
circulation in 1936. Another report- 
edly was found in circulation as re- 
cently as 1961! 

Ultimately, Weinman achieved a re- 
sult that was suitable for both the coin 
presses and the channels of commerce. 
The first Walking Liberty half dollars 
entered circulation late in 1916, mak- 
ing them ideal for presentation as 
Christmas gifts. In addition, many 
were saved as the first year of issue. 
The 1916 half dollar, while expensive 
owing to demand, is not particularly 
scarce in mint state. Pieces always are 
available for a price. 

The Walking Liberty half dollar was 
described in the Mint Direaor’s report 
for 1916: 


The design of the half dollar bears a 
full-length figure of Liberty, the folds 
of the Stars and Stripes flying to the 



As the result of a competition spon- 
sored by the Treasury Department, 
Adolph A. Weinman was awarded com- 
missions in 1916 to redesign both the 
half dollar and the dime. 
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breeze as a background, progressing 
in full stride toward the dawn of a 
new day, carrying branches of laurel 
and oak, symbolical of civil and mili- 
tary glory. The hand of the figure is 
outstretched in bestowal of the spirit 
of Liberty. 

The reverse of the half dollar shows 
an eagle perched high upon a moun- 
tain crag, his wings unfolded, fearless 
in spirit and conscious of his power. 
Springing from a rift in the rock is a 
sapling of mountain pine, symbolical 
of America. 

Other elements found on the obverse 
include the legend LIBERTY, the mot- 
to IN GOD/WE TRUST, the date of 
coirling and, in 1916 and 1917 only, 
the mintmark. The designer’s mono- 
gram— a letter “A” capped by a “W,” 
appears to the right of the mountain 
crag and is sometimes mistaken by

beginning coUeaors for a mintmark. In 
fact, the mintmark appears below the 
pine sapling for issues coined at Denver 
or San Francisco. It was moved to this 
location in mid-1917 when it was 
realized that its previous position below 
IN GOD/WE TRUST rendered it too 
vulnerable to wear. (Since both the 
date and mint of a coin’s manufacture 
are included as security devices against 


counterfeiting and debasing, they must 
be placed in proper positions.) 

Repeated efforts were made to fur- 
ther improve the striking quality of 
these coins long after they were placed 
into circulation. In his Encyclopedia of 
US. and Colonial Coins, Walter Breen 
states that the obverse master hub was 
remodeled in 1918, 1937 and again in 
1938. It seems also that Liberty’s skirt 
lines were strengthened in 1921, as 
they appear sharper on this and subse- 
quent issues. All this was to little avail, 
as the problem of incomplete high- 
point detail was insurmountable. Only 
the proof specimens, which each re- 
ceived two blows from the press, were 
able to reveal the full design in all 
its glory. 

Next month I will focus on how 
to go about collecting these beauti- 
ful pieces. •

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Put Another Nickel In .. . 


D id you know that nickels 
can make millionaires? Actu- 
ally, I suppose that if someone 
had the foresight to buy two or three 
1913 Liberty Head nickels a few gen- 
erations ago, he would be a million- 
aire now (witness the recent appraisal 
of the Bebees’ 1913 nickel at over 
S 1 ,000,000). However, a year before 
the 1913 nickel was dreamed of, the 
National Automatic Music Company 
of Grand Rapids, Michigan, published 
“The Nimble Nickel— the Coin That 
Makes Our Millionaires.’’ The subjea 
of the leaflet was not investing in coins 
or anything like that; rather, it was to 
point out that with a nickel-in-the-slot 
piano in the right place, a veritable cas- 
cade of coins could result. 

One part of the brochure, titled 
“Interesting Facts About Coin-Oper- 
ated Devices and Vending Machines,’’ 
noted that “approximately six hundred 
and forty million nickels or three 
billion, two hundred million pennies 
are deposited every year in the slots of 
the five million or so vending and other 
coin-operated devices throughout the 
United States. Statistics show that dur- 
ing the year of our last panic, 1907, 
chewing gum machines took in twenty 
million dollars; chocolate machines, 
seven million; and penny weighing ma- 
chines, five million; making a total of 
thirty two million dollars— all in nick- 
els and pennies. The capital invested 
in these machines that year was forty 
seven million dollar's, so the receipts for 
that year alone amounted to sixty-eight 
percent of the investment.’’ 

The leaflet’s author went on to say 
that in New York City alone over one 
million coins were put into slot ma- 
chines each day, and that one New 
York vendor’s route of chocolate and 


gum machines brought in a daily aver- 
age of $2,000. 

The first coin-operated vending ma- 



chine, it said, was installed at the time 
of Ctesibius around 200 B.C., and con- 
sisted of a device that measured holy 
water and dispensed it at the doors of 
Egyptian temples. Exaaly how this 
gadget worked was not explained in 
the brochure; it would be interesting 
to learn more about it. 

In the United States in 1912, ap- 
proximately 250 firms manufactured 
coin-operated devices, which dispensed 
just about everything from postage 
stamps to soda water to chocolate bars 
to ragtime melodies. Then, as now, 
penny arcades (except they don’t take 
“pennies’’ anymore) were a good place 
to view a variety of punching bags, for- 
tunetellers, lung testers, postcard ven- 
dors and so on. (How many of my 
readers know that the late William P. 
Donlon, well known in the field of 
U.S. currency, owned a penny arcade 
near Utica, New York? A number of 
years ago. Bill took me to his arcade 
and gave me an old pinball machine 
as a gift.) 

Following an idea that originated 
in Germany, automatic restaurants— 
called “automats’’— were set up in 
New York and Philadelphia. Sand- 
wiches, slices of pies, and other pre- 
pared foods could be seen through a 
glass window. Deposit the right coins 
and the door unlatched, allowing the 


items to be removed. It wasn’t all that 
long ago when Horn & Hardart had 
such automats in New York City— 
I remember them well from the 1950s. 
Today, in the Museum of American 
History at the Smithsonian Institution 
there is a wall of these coin-operated 
vending devices. 

Going back to the music company’s 
leaflet, the author related that a par- 
ticularly popular device in 1912 was 
the postage-stamp vending machine, 
including one that released a stamp, 
moistened it and attached it to an en- 
velope. Soon to come on the market, 
the leaflet stated, was a machine that 
incorporated a mailbox at the bottom, 
enabling the sender to insert the letter 
and a coin and walk away knowing 



This **Style V* orchestrion, manufac- 
tured in Chicago by the J.P. Seeburg 
Piano Company, contained a piano, 
pipes, drums and other effects, and 
played a two-minute ragtime melody 
when a nickel was deposited in its slot. 
It was not unusual for such a device, 
costing about $1,000, to take in twice 
that amount in nickels each year. 
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that the piece of mail was now in the 
hands of the Post Office. 

Another paragraph described a de- 
vice akin to the omnipresent USA To- 
day machines on street corners and in 
airports these days; “Newspapers are 
now sold on streetcars through a device 
which delivers papers automatically. If 
only a nickel is deposited and the price 
of a paper is only two cents, the three 
cents in change is automatically re- 
turned to the customer.” I hadn’t 
heard of this newspaper-and-change- 
issuing device before. 

Here is another new one for me: “In 
a good many hotels throughout the 
country, typewriters may be rented for 
a half an hour by dropping a dime in 
the slot. At the end of the half hour 
a bell taps and the machine will auto- 
matically lock itself unless another 
dime is deposited.” 


Then there was the “Automatic 
Physician,” possibly invented by a 
druggist, which was built in the shape 
of a man. In each spot where the 
human organs are located were slots in- 
tended to receive coins. When a pa- 
tient dropped a coin in the appropriate 
slot, he received a prescription to be 
filled at the local drugstore! 

Weighing machines were also quite 
popular. “In praaically every depot in 
the country and in many other public 
places there are thousands of weighing 
machines which naturally produce a 
very large percent of profit as they do 
not have to be constantly stocked with 
merchandise. One type automatically 
returns a nickel if the customer guesses 
his weight correctly and indicates it 
by means of a dial. Another kind has 
a phonographic attachment and actu- 
ally speaks the weight. An innovation 


in this line is a machine which not 
only shows one’s weight but at the 
same time automatically delivers an 
accident insurance policy of $1,000, 
stamped and dated and in force for 
24 hours. The mechanism is operated 
by the weight of a person standing on 
the base.” 

The article didn’t state who counted 
them, but quite a few nickels were 
spent across the ticket booths of nick- 
elodeon theaters; “The estimates of 
the vast returns of this business vary. 
Some statisticians have stated that dur- 
ing 1912 more than six billion nickels 
(6,380,000,000, to be exaa) were paid 
in by the American public. One au- 
thority stated, however, that during 
these investigations, that ‘We know of 
no way in which you can secure ac- 
curate figures except by undertaking a 
very expensive campaign of statistical

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compilation on the subject, and we are 
inclined to believe that any figures you 
may see published from time to time 
are mostly guesswork.’ ” 

Aha! Someone was being realistic. 
The article went on to note that in 
Chicago alone there were about 700 
moving-picture theaters, and that esti- 
mates of such establishments around 
the United States ran from 12,000 to 
20,000. Even more precise was the 
statement that in New York City dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1912, 
conductors and ticket sellers on rapid- 
transit and surface-car lines gathered an 
estimated 1,673,695,980 nickels! 

Exactly how many nickels were used 
will never be determined, but, adding 
together the moving-picture estimate 
and the New York City transportation 
estimate yields eight billion nickels— 
which must be a tiny fraction of the 


nickels actually used, as this calcula- 
tion does not include totals from vend- 
ing machines. 

Perhaps it could be figured that 30 
to 50 billion nickels were spent every 
year, but who knows? In any event, 
taking out my pocket calculator, I 
find that from the time the nickel 
5-cent piece first saw the light of day 
in 1866 until the end of 1912, some 
730,027,305 nickels were produced. 
This figure is substantially less than a 
billion, and indicates that the average 
nickel must have moved from pocket 
to vending machine and back again on 
a very frequent basis. 

Today, the quarter seems to be the 
mainstay of the vending-machine busi- 
ness, although a few years ago the 
shon-lived Susan B. Anthony dollar 
was all set to give the quarter a run 
for its money. A metallic dollar coin 


would be a boon for the vending- 
machine industry, and probably sooner 
or later one will be devised in America. 

In its day, the silver dollar was never 
used in vending machines, to my 
knowledge, although there were a 
few silver-dollar slot machines pro- 
duced for gambling. However, now 
even a can of soda is likely to cost the 
better part of a dollar, so a new dollar 
coin— if it could be introduced with- 
out political overtones— might find a 
favorable reception. In England the £1 
coin (worth about $1.75 in U.S. cur- 
rency)— a tiny coin not much bigger 
than one of our nickels— has been 
received favorably. Elsewhere around 
the globe, paper money has been re- 
placed by coins in numerous instances. 
However, whether it can happen here 
remains to be seen, for in the United 
States nothing is ever simple! •

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Bidding at CSNS Show Exceeds ANE Levels 


H ot markets-can’t live 
with them, can’t live without 
them. The American Numis- 
matic Exchange is a bidding system 
for coins graded by the Professional 
Coin Grading Service (PCGS). Short- 
ened to “ANE,” it is called “Annie” in 
the coin business. Dealers often lug a 
3 -inch stack of teletype from the ANE 
system to shows so that they have the 
most up-to-date bid levels on most 
series and dates of coins. 

At the recent Central States Numis- 
matic Society convention, held April 
20-23 in Overland Park, Kansas, right 
outside Kansas City, coin buying was 
heated, to say the least. In many areas, 
dealers were offering 10 to 20 percent 
over ANE teletype levels, which were 


upwards of 20 percent greater than 
levels quoted in the Certified Coin Dealer 
Newsletter. That means some coins were

sought at 40 percent above guidesheet 
levels— that’s a hot market! 

Dealers at the accompanying auc- 
tions weren’t waiting for bids to esca- 
late, they were just shouting out their 
limit levels. The auaioneer had a tough 
time keeping everyone happy when 


four hands went up and the same bids 
were shouted. Recognizing the first bid- 
der at a particular level can be difficult 
given these circumstances, but both 
auctioneer and bidders survived this 
market phenomenon intact. 

Hot markets bring numerous price 
changes, resulting in lots of work for 
dealers and guidesheet editors alike. 
The headline on the April 21 issue 
of the Certified Coin Dealer Newsletter, 
edited by Dennis Baker, read “6,318 
‘ -I- ’ Signs Equal Degrees Of Heat In 
The Market.” That means Dennis had 
to make that many new entries in his 
pricing guide.

A large amount of dealer bidding is 
resulting in increased prices for MS-6 3 
and better silver dollars. Better dates 
with low population reports are still 
actively sought. Common-date dol- 
lars in MS-63 rose from $52 to $55 
each, with some dealers asking others 
to “short” bags of MS-6 3s, with lit- 
tle luck. 

U.S. Gold 

Bidding by date is becoming more and 
more refmed for most series struck after 
1900. The use of population reports 
in recent television “info-mercials” has 
caused buyers to request specific dates 
more often. As a result, dealers have 
to differentiate bids slightly on even 


the most common Saint-Gaudens $20 
pieces to fdl orders. Common-date 
MS-64 Saints are now bid at $1,200, 
while MS-6 3s are $750, sight unseen. 

G>mmemoratives 

The market heat was felt most in the 
area of U.S. commemorative coins. 
One major player bought over 
$100,000 in MS-65 and MS-66 com- 
mems at 20 percent over ANE, sight 
unseen. He didn’t even know what 
issues he purchased until the next 
week. The Alabama “2 x 2” in MS-65, 
which had been down to $ 3 ,400 only 
five months ago, was listed on guide- 
sheets at $7,000 and traded at $8,400. 
Coins with low population reports 
could bring hefty percentages over re- 
cent bid levels. 

The key to buying is using a formula 
called “capitalization,” in which the 


population number is multiplied by the 
price of the coin. Generally, the lower 
the capitalization number, the better 
the value. This is a tool of the stock- 
broker’s trade; dealers, however, use 
capitalization to determine the amount 
of money needed to buy all the out- 
standing specimens of an issue in a par- 
ticular grade and thus corner the mar- 
ket in that area. 

U.S. Type G>ms 

At the Central States show, type coins 
were literally “flopping” from dealer 
to dealer at 5-percent increments. It 
was nearly the “type coin boom of 
1979-80 revisited,” especially for early 
silver and gold specimens. All “new” 
type coins, even in grades of MS-60 
and Proof-60, are showing substantial 
price increases. This market isn’t just 
for MS-6 5s anymore. •

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The Last Wampum Mill in America 


T hey were not counter- 
feiters. “Bless you, no,” re- 
sponded Robert Campbell ex- 
citedly. He was speaking for himself 
and for his brothers James, John, David 
and Abraham. “They was glad enough 
to get it.” 

For many years the Campbell fam- 
ily had monopolized the wampum 
market. By the late 1880s, the brothers 
were the last of four generations to 
operate the wampum mill. The demise 
of their industry, they claimed, came 
not from abuse or overproduction. It 
died for lack of proper shells to coin the 
money of the fur trade. 

The pastoral setting of America’s 
last wampum mill has long since given 
way to the urbanization of the New 


Jersey countryside. The mill had been 
powered by the swift flow of Pascack 
Brook as it dropped into the Hacken-

sack a few miles above Englewood. 
The Hackensack Valley, too, long ago 
relinquished its title as the “wampum- 
making capital.’’ But, for a period of 
more than 120 years, more Caucasian- 
made, real shell wampum originated 
from here than from the combined 
labors of all American Indians. In fact, 
the Hackensack Valley produced most 
of the trade beads bartered in the fur 
business from Colonial times to post- 
Civil War years. 

In his later years, Robert Campbell 
told the story of his family’s enterprise 
in an interview with Charles Ledyard 
Norton for publication in the March 
1888 issue of The American Magazine. 
Norton, an early-day Charles Kurault, 
accidentally stumbled onto the rem-

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nants of the wampum operation dur- 
ing a stroll through the New Jersey 
valley. A padlocked mill and a pile of 
conch shell fragments piqued Norton’s 
curiosity. Following a footpath from 
the mill to a nearby home, the writer 
sought the mill’s tenants. It was here 
that Norton found the retired “master 
of the mint.’’ 

In his home Campbell had a sample 
colleaion of the mill’s produas. “They 
were neither many nor varied,’’ re- 
ported Norton. “Strings of beads, 
white and purplish black; ‘moons,’ 
loose and in sets of five; and ‘hairpipe’ 
as the firm called them— namely bits 
of shell that looked like clay pipe- 
stems, but thicker in the middle than 
on the ends.’’ 

In answer to the reporter’s question 
about the origins of the business, 
Campbell related that his grandparents

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and great-grandparents had worked at 
wampum-making. “It must be three or 
four generations since we Campbells 
have been making wampum right here 
on the Pascack,’’ he said. 

Oral history recalls that after the first 
Campbell settled here, he began trading 
with the Indians. He found wampum 
very handy for small change, but it was 
in short supply. The elder Campbell 
studied the wampum carefully, then 
designed and built much of the equip- 
ment necessary to turn seashell into 
currency. At first this was done for his 
own private supply, but soon the mak- 
ing of wampum became a commercial 
endeavor. John Jacob Astor, prominent 
fur trader, was reported to be one of 
the first to place large-quantity orders. 

Campbell’s trade beads began cir- 
culating at the trading posts along the 
Missouri River, and then as far away 


as the mouth of the Columbia on the 
Pacific Coast. “That was along before 
the last war with England [1812], and 
the first shipments were made through 
his [Astor’ s] agents,’’ Campbell ex- 
plained. “Afterward, several firms in 
New York and Philadelphia and St. 
Louis took hold. The best time was 
from about 1835 ’til 1850, but busi- 
ness began to be uncertain by 1866. 

“Why, during the flush times,” he 
bragged unabashedly, “we used to turn 
out a million a year of black beads. 
We used to have slooploads of clams 
brought here from Rockaway to Tea- 
neck and Snedden’s Landing. The 
neighbors would take most of the meat 
and leave us the shells. A million of 
beads and nine hundred set of moons! 
Them was times when the Indian trade 
amounted to something.” 

Campbell took Norton to see the 


interior of the old mill, where he took 
in the row of grindstones, the lathes 
that had replaced the original bow 
drills, and the crude cutting tools. The 
interviewer noticed the fragments of 
shells scattered about and remarked on 
the scope of the operation. 

“We had our trade secrets,” winked 
the old man. While he refused to di- 
vulge how they drilled hairpipe, Camp- 
bell told of a method that removed 
the pink color from the pieces. “The 
Indians won’t have any pink on 
their hairpipe,” Campbell explained, 
“though they want it on their 
moons— more the better.” 

Norton then asked why the Indians 
would accept White man-made wam- 
pum when they could make it them- 
selves. To Campbell, the answer was 
elementary. He gave this lengthy re- 
sponse: “Indians had all the time they

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wanted and no tools to speak of, and 
they would grind away for a month 
on a little piece of shell, and finally 
turned out a good bit of work, but it 
was a slow way to coin money, though 
the money was good enough when it 
was coined; so great grandfather went 
to work and he found he could beat 
the native methods away out of sight. 
Any level-headed Indian was glad to 
give a beaver skin or two, that only 
cost him a day’s hunting, which he 
liked, in exchange for a few beads, 
which would have cost him six weeks’ 
work that he hated.” 

By the start of the 19th century, 
wampum-making had become one of 
the principal industries in the area. The 
best beads were made from the shells 
of common, round clams, called ‘‘qua- 
hogs” in New England. As time passed, 
however, the fickle tastes of seafood- 


lovers changed, and by mid-century, 
diners had developed a fondness for 
tender littlenecks— whose shells were 
worthless to the money trade. 

Indians demanded beads that were 
partially black, and this color could 
be found only in the joints of older 
clams. However, there no longer was 
a demand for such food. “Everybody 
wants the young-ust clams they can get 
and these are called ‘little necks,’ no 
matter how big they be,” stated the old 
wampum-maker. “Anyhow, we can’t 
get enough ‘old’ clamshells now to pay 
for the working. They’ve all died out, 
and the young-uns aren’t allowed to 
grow up.” 

Such was the price of progress. 
When the Indians finally accepted the 
inevitable machine-made counterfeits, 
the last wampum mill in America 
closed down. •

I F YOU WATCH TV during the 
day, you probably know all about 
the shopping shows that have be- 
come so popular in recent years. It did 
not surprise me to find that the usual 
line of jewelry and household goods is 
somewhat overpriced, or that the buy- 
ers somehow end up paying for the ex- 
pensive air time. What did come as 
news recently is the fact that a good 
number of collector coins are being of- 
fered on some of these shows.

A reader in St. Louis was kind enough 
to send me a tape of one of the home- 
shopping shows aired on cable tele- 
vision as an example of what is being 
sold and so that I could see just how 


fast the public seems to buy what- 
ever is offered to them in the way of 
rare coins.

This particular show was not at all 
as bad as I feared it might be. The coins 
that were offered were all nice items, 
and ranged from a Chinese gold medal 
that was a bit overpriced at $85.92 to 
a Byzantine gold piece for $495 that 
probably was right at market value. 
British sovereigns and modern medals 


were a bit high, but some U.S. $5 gold 
pieces and Morgan dollars were quite 
in line with normal high-side pricing. 

The amazing part of it all was how 
quickly the advertiser’s supply of these 
items was sold. The telephones never 
stopped ringing until 20 or 30 of each 
item were gone, and even then the 
callers asked for more. Some people, 
it seems, were ready to buy one of each 
item offered, whatever it might be. 
They really had the collecting bug, and 
here obviously was a place for them 
to find coins that they simply never 
had an opportunity to buy elsewhere. 

I would advise caution to anyone 
who buys from such a source. In this 
case, however, the promoters should 
be complimented for knowing about

Last year a major credit card company 
sent out a mailing that might have 
caught your attention. It offered for 
sale several different assortments of 
U.S. coins and no doubt looked very 
attractive to the beginning collector. 
One collection included a full set of 
Jefferson nickels in a blue Whitman 
folder, another was a framed type set 
of 20th-century coins, and then there 
were shon sets of Morgan dollars (five 
pieces) and Eisenhower dollars. 

However, the full-color brochure ad- 
vertising these coins used some very 
revealing photographs. To the trained 
eye it is evident that all of the older 
coins have been cleaned and buffed. 
In some cases the pieces appear to 


have been “whizzed” by some crude 
method. In shon, they were the kinds 
of coins that no experienced collector 
would ever want to own and that no 
dealer would repurchase at any price. 

Nowhere in the promotion is it 
mentioned that these coins have been 
cleaned. It does state that they range 
from Very Good to Brilliant Uncir- 
culated. They do seem to, as there 
would be little cause to clean some of 
the modern issues. It is the overall 
shoddy condition of these pieces that 
destroys what otherwise might be a 
nice collector-building promotion. 

What a shame it is to tempt poten- 
tial collectors with such a nice-sound- 
ing assortment of coins! The prices on 
these sets were all at least double the 
normal cost of attractive and correctly 
graded coins available at most local 
coin shops. 


Whenever you receive advertising 
like this you should let the credit card 
company know how you feel about it. 
For the most part, those in charge 
simply do not realize the harm that is 
being done by such promotions. They 
need to be told— by all of us.

Would you like to purchase a genuine 
U.S. Mint gold bullion coin for the 
amazing price of only $ 150 for a roll 
of 20 pieces? That makes them only 
$7.50 each, plus a little extra for ship- 
ping and handling. They are available 
directly from an “International Mint” 
and made of 14kt gold, so they must 
be legitimate. The picture in the adver- 
tisement even shows the pieces to have 
the exact same design as the U.S. $50 
Eagle gold bullion coins. 

Now how could you go wrong in

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buying a few rolls of these as an in- 
vestment? The ad even explains how 
gold has risen from $20 an ounce to 
nearly $500 in only a few shon years, 
and says that you should not wait 
any longer to invest in the “endur- 
ing beauty of pure gold” — whatever 
that means. 

Not only are these pieces promoted 
as a good investment, but they also 
make wonderful jewelry items. You 
can purchase a gold frame and 1 8-inch, 
gold-filled neckchain for only $9.95 
from the same mint. Then you can 
wear your investment with pride as it 
goes up in value and turns into some- 
thing that you and your heirs are sure 
to cherish. This seems to be an oppor- 
tunity to invest in gold now at a low 
price if you have never been able to 
afford it in the past. 

But wait. There may be a catch here 


somewhere. The bold headline “Gen- 
uine U.S. Mint Gold Bullion Coin’’ is 
clear enough. Right under that, in 
smaller type, it says “Minted from 
solid 14 karat Gold in exquisitely 
detailed miniature.’’ Now I see the 
catch. It clearly says that these are min- 
iature versions of the real thing. The 
full-color, enlarged pictures do not 
show the aaual size of these pieces, but 
a careful reading of the lengthy descrip- 
tion of the genuine government coins 
shows that the word miniature is used 
several times to be sure that you do not 
confuse these tiny fakes with the real 
gold coins. My guess is that there prob- 
ably is less than $2 worth of gold in 
this junk and that it could never be sold 
as bullion unless it is first assayed at a 
cost far above that. 

How can such blatant deception go 
unchecked? Sad to say, this is not an 


unusual promotion. We have all seen 
some version of it in one ad or another. 
Many times these miniatures sell for 
$19.95 or $20 to make them seem 
even more like $20 gold pieces. In this 
promotion the base price is $ 12.50 and 
the hook is the seemingly significant 
savings when you buy a “full roll.’’ 
The worst part of this scam is that it 
does not seem to be illegal— at least not 
to the government. 

The opinion pertaining to the sale 
of reproduaions of U.S. Mint produas 
states that as long as the item is of a 
size that will not be confused with the 
genuine government coin (either sig- 
nificantly smaller or larger than the 
original), it is not technically a coun- 
terfeit. But, there is deception here, and 
the government and the credit card 
company need to know how we feel 
about such things.

The Royal Canadian Mint has pro- 
duced a brochure extolling the merits 
of the new Canadian silver Maple Leaf 
1 -ounce bullion coin. The design is 
much like that used on the gold Maple 
Leaf coins and is very attractive, in my 
opinion. They are distributed through- 
out Canada and the United States by 
financial institutions, banks, and coin 
and bullion dealers. 

The only problem with these gov- 
ernment coins is that the demand for 
the 1988 issue is so strong that their 
price is now much higher than for most 
other 1 -ounce pieces. They seem to 
have become colleaor’s items, and are 
being priced according to mintage and 
availability rather than as silver bullion, 
the way the government probably in- 
tended. And there is yet another fac- 
tor that tends to inflate the price of 


these government issues: they lend 
themselves to good “copy writing” and 
promotions, so they often are used in 
newspaper ads, where they are offered 
in all sorts of combinations and at all 
kinds of prices. 

One of the most convincing sales 
tools for the Canadian silver Maple 
Leaf is that it has an official face value 
of $5 in Canada. This means that no 
matter how low the value of silver 
bullion goes, these coins still will be 
worth approximately $4 in U.S. cur- 
rency. To have such an attractive 
“floor” when silver is selling for 
around $6 per ounce is an almost 
unheard-of advantage. 

One reader already has questioned 
the veracity of a mailing he received 
that offers Maple Leaf coins at $25 
each plus S3 handling per coin. The 
“Urgentgram” that promoted these 


coins was accurate in everything it said 
about the coins, but did dwell a bit too 
much on their probable scarcity and 
implied future value. It always bothers 
me to see perfectly normal coins like 
these sold with a certificate of authen- 
ticity, but I guess that is what the pub- 
lic wants today. 

In this particular offering, the adver- 
tised price was much higher than al- 
most anyone else charged and way 
too high for the 1989-dated pieces. 
Most dealers sell the current issue at 
around $3 over spot, and even less in 
quantity. Potential investors will do 
well to avoid the middleman and go 
to a more direct source when buying 
any bullion item. Check with a local 
dealer or consult some ads in coin 
publications; learn the daily spot price 
of silver from your newspaper before 
making a commitment. •

“Too many people are collecting quota- 
tions from price lists rather than collecting 
coins. The numismatic marketplace has 
both colleaors as well as those who are in- 
vestment oriented; the ANA Board should 
reflect that diversity. 

“I believe the ANA’s future still is in 
jeopardy unless the organization’s credibil- 
ity is promptly strengthened with fresh 
leadership not tainted by potential conflias 
of interest. The Board must emphasize in- 
tegrity and trustworthiness to regain and 
keep the confidence of both collectors and 
dealers,’’ he declares. 

Pearlman’s extensive ANA work includes 
appointment as a district representative; 
serving on the Long-Range Planning, 
ANACS Advisory and Editorial Advisory 
Committees; being an ANA literary award 
judge; and providing assistance in planning 
YN meetings at the annual Chicago Inter- 
national Coin Fair. 

The author of three broadcasting and 
baseball-card books, his byline has appeared 
in virtually every major coin colleaing 
publication in the country, and his popular 
“Pearlman’s People’’ column is a monthly 
feature of Jibe Numismatist.

(Illinois) Coin Club, Pearlman is a member 
of a dozen other colleaors’ groups, in- 
cluding CSNS, FUN and ANS. A direc- 
tor of the NLG, he also is a member of 


the Chicago Press Club, the Sociay of Pro- 
fessional Journalists, and AERho— the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Society.

The Government of Liberia has authorized the Pobjoy Mint of 
Sutton, England to strike on their behalf a continuing series of 
coins to commemorate the Great Statesmen of the World in the 
20th Century. 

The first was to mark the 25th anniversary of the tragic 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy, released in 
November, 1988. The second commemorated Liberia’s own 


20th president. Dr. Samuel Kanyon Doe, and was released just 
after the Kennedy coins.

and the first sixpence coins were 
dated June 1689. Production of half- 
crowns of this type was halted in 
May 1690, shillings in April 1690, 
and sixpence in September 1689. 

The sixpence issue probably was 
ended because of inflation, while the 
shillings and halfcrowns were replaced 
with smaller versions to conserve 
metal. Small halfcrowns and shillings 
were introduced in April 1690. These 
halfcrowns were produced until Au- 
gust, although a very rare variety 
dated October exists. Small shillings 
are known dated April, May, June, 
August and September. 

It was at this time that the gun 
money crowns were produced. Struck 
over the large-sized gun money half-

crowns, they bear a completely dif- 
ferent design than other gun money 
pieces— the king is shown on horse- 
back, while the other coins depict 
only his bust. The crowns carry only 
the year and not the month in which 
they were produced.

July 1, 1690, and spent the rest of his 
life in exile in France. Although some 
parts of Ireland were not conquered 
by William until 1691, gun money 
coins became so unpopular that their 
produaion was discontinued and they 
were demonetized in 1691. Because of 
their demonetization, James II’s gun 
money remains common and fairly 
inexpensive today, providing an in- 
teresting example of emergency mon- 
ey of the 17th century. •

god’s side, as in Types C and D, al- 
though it is not turned in contem- 
porary or earlier Greek coinage. 

Parthian G>mage 

These forms became standard for 
reverses of Seleucid coinage, which 
saw use until the dynasty’s fall to 
the native Parthians. Beginning with 
the reign of Mithradates I (171-138 
B.C.), drachms and tetradrachms were 
coined that show on their reverses the 
deified Arsaces, symbolic hero and 
eponym of the Parthian race. 

The seated Arsaces is portrayed in 
full Persian costume, holding a turned 
bow in his outstretched right hand. 
The costume and other details of the 
coins reflect the fact that a reversion

to native Persian culture took place 
under Arsacid rule, and, although in 
type and other respects the coins im- 
itate Seleucid issues, their treatment is 
distinctly Near Eastern. 

Thus, although the angle at which 
the bow is held might suggest that it 
is being checked for straightness, the 
gesture, like those in earlier Persian 
art, seems highly emblematic. It is 
quite possible that some added mean- 
ing is inherent in the turned bow— 
perhaps the concept of dominance. 

The importance of the bow in the 
iconography of these coins is certainly 
obvious, and on the first tetradrachm 
issue of Phraates IV (38-2 B.C.), the 
Parthian king is pictured holding a 
bow in his right hand as he is crowned 
by a goddess. Interestingly, as E.T 
Newell points out in his study “Coin- 
age of the Parthians,’’ this represen-

tation is reminiscent of the passage in 
Dio Cassius that tells how Phraates sat 
on a golden chair, plucking the string 
of a bow he held before him as he 
gave audience to the ambassadors of 
Marc Antony. 

While it is doubtful that the king 


would be checking the straightness 
of his bow in such a situation, the 
use of a traditional gesture of domi- 
nance would be perfectly natural. 
This historical incident certainly in- 
dicates that the bow may well have 
played a very real pan in the coun 
protocol of the Panhians and that 
even at this late time the use of the 
turned bow as a symbol of dominance 
may have survived. •

Historical background. 

The Hungarian people were, by origin a Finno-Ugrian 
people from beyond the Urals, known as the Magyars. At 
about the beginning of the Christian era they were 
driven into the steppes and there mingled with peoples 
of the Turki.

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Understanding Doubled Dies 


W HAT COMES TO mind 
when you hear the term 
“doubled die”? Most like- 
ly you think of the 1955, 1972, 1983 
or 1984 Lincoln cents that have pro- 
nounced doubling on certain portions 
of their designs. While these examples 
are probably the most well known, 
there are well over 200 different dou- 
bled dies in the Lincoln cent series 
alone, not to mention numerous in- 
stances of doubling in other coin series. 
In this and in next month’s column, 
we will explore several causes of dou- 
bled dies and show examples of each 
kind of doubling described. 

Probably the most well-known type 
is Class I or “rotated hub” doubling, 
exemplified by the 1955 and 1972

doubled-die cents. The term “rotated 
hub” is self-explanatory. To properly 
impress a coin’s design into a die, the

die must be “hubbed’’ several times. 
Hubbing involves pressing a hub, a 
steel bar that bears a positive image of 
the coin’s design, into a die. This pro- 
duces a negative image on the die; in 
turn, coins struck from the die show 
a positive image. 

Doubled dies can result when the 
hub is accidentally rotated between 
hubbings. In the case of Class I dou- 
bled dies, the pivot point of this rota- 
tion is near the center of the coin, thus 
the doubling is more apparent near the 
coin’s rim. To visualize this process, 
imagine a wheel turning on its axis. A 



Class III doubling is exemplified by this 
I96B-D Lincoln cent, which shows a small 
date over a large date. A strongly re- 
punched “D’* mintmark also is evident.

It is during the hubbing process, 
illustrated here, that doubled dies 
are created. 
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point on the edge of the wheel travels 
farther than a point near the wheel’s 
center. Likewise, a hub that is turned 
slightly between impressions produces 
a die that shows more pronounced 
shifting of the design at the rim. 

A good example of Class I doubling 
is the little-known 1972-S doubled-die 
proof cent. A nice spread of doubling 



shows on IN GOD WE TRUST, as well 
as on LIBERTY and the date. Because 
dies for modern proof coins generally 
strike 3 ,000 or fewer pieces before they 
are replaced, doubled-die proofs are 
quite scarce. 

A form of doubling closely related 
to Class I is Class V or “pivoted hub’’ 
doubling. The difference is that the 


point at which the hub is pivoted is 
near the rim of the coin rather than at 
the center. The result is a variable 
spread of doubling, that is, the dou- 
bling is strongest on the side of the coin 
opposite the pivot point. 

Class V doubling on a 1 964 Lincoln 
cent is fairly obvious on E PLURIBUS 
UNUM and STATES, particularly on 
the notched serifs of the second S in 
STATES. The pivot point on this 
doubled die is at approximately 6 
o’clock on the reverse, where no dou- 
bling is apparent. Class V doubling also 
is evident on the reverse of a 1935 Buf- 
falo nickel, especially on the denomina- 
tion FIVE CENTS. 

The last form of doubling to be 
discussed this month is Class III or 
“design hub’’ doubling. Unlike the 
previous forms of doubling. Class III 
doubled dies do not result from the im-

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perfea alignment of hub and die; 
rather, they occur when at least two 
hubs of slightly different design are 
used to produce a single die. How does 
this happen.? On occasion, the Mint 
modifies a coin’s design, and sometimes 
a hub with the old design and one with 
the new design are used to make one 
die, resulting in doubling. 

Class III doubling is best illustrated 
by cenain overdates, notably the 
1943/1942-P nickel, 191 8/19 17-D 
nickel, 1918/191 7-S quarter and 
1 942/ 1 94 1 dimes of Philadelphia and 
Denver. Overdates qualify as Class III 
doubled dies as long as the date is part 
of the hub’s design. (Prior to the 20th 
century, the date often was punched 
into the die after hubbing was com- 
plete, that is, the date was not part of 
the hub.) 

A 1960-D Lincoln cent is a perfect

example of how a coin’s design may 
be modified. The die that struck this 
coin was impressed first by a large-date 
hub and then by a small-date hub. The 
cent also shows a widely repunched 
mintmark, which occurred separately 
from the doubled die.

years, the archivist could only suggest 
that I contaa the Museum Seaion 
of the New York City Police Acad- 
emy. There, Police Officer Rose M. 
Garyva advised me that there were no 
police records dating back to the Civil 
War. After doing some personal re- 
search, though, Garyva found a book 
by A.E. Costello titled Our Police Pro- 
tectors, which told that “John A. Ken- 
nedy was appointed Superintendent 
of Metropolitan Police on May 23, 
1860, with his resignation noted as 
being April 11, 1870.’’ She was 
unable to locate anything more on 
the subject. 

My own research continued with- 
out anything substantial being un- 
earthed. Then, my correspondence 
with Ms. Margaret Heilbrun, Direc- 
tor of the Manuscript Room of The 
New York Historical Society, yielded 
more information about John Alex- 
ander Kennedy. According to Apple- 
ton's Cyclopaedia, Volume 3, Kennedy 
was bom August 9, 1803, in Balti- 
more, Maryland, moved to New York 
when quite young, received a good 
education, was appointed a Commis- 
sioner of Emigration in 1849, was 
elected a member of the Common 
Council and in 1860 became the su- 
perintendent of the New York Met- 
ropolitan Police. He was severely 
beaten in the line of duty by a mob 
while protecting the Provost Marshal 
during the Civil War Draft Riots on 
July 14, 1863, and he never fully 
recovered from his wounds. Later he 
was appointed Provost Marshal of 
New York in addition to being Super- 
intendent of Police. 

An obituary for Kennedy, from the 
June 21, 1873, issue of the New York 
Times, revealed that he was “strongly 
imbued with anti-slavery principles 


and sympathies in early life,’’ and 
“when attempt was made to extend 
slavery into free territory, Mr. Ken- 
nedy became a Republican,’’ even 
though he had been very active in 
Democratic politics. The obituary 
further stated that “Superintendent 
Kennedy aided the government in 
every possible manner [during the 
Civil War], and his services were con- 
sidered so meritorious that he en- 
joyed the confidence and esteem of 
President Lincoln and Secretary Stan- 
ton.’’ It is also known of Kennedy 
that he apprehended suspeaed Con- 
federate spies. Union Army deserters 
and draft: dodgers. 

This information reinforced my be- 
lief that Kennedy might well have 
suspected that there would be an at- 
tempt to assassinate President Lin- 
coln, and so would have advised him 
not to go to the theatre or to any 
other exposed public place. Still, this 
does not document the statement that 
President Lincoln had a secretary 
named Kennedy. 

Colleaors of Kennedy half dollars 
and Lincoln cents are sure to find the 
unusual parallels between the two 
presidents very interesting. I hope that 
some readers will have faas or 
sources to additionally document this 
subjea. Also, I am attempting to lo- 
cate a photograph of John Alexander 
Kennedy. Please direa correspond-

read “Chief Engraver works with 
tiny tool.’’ 

I’m also still chuckling over a Coin 
World headline reporting the sale of 
Redfield hoard coins. Nevada recluse 
LaVere Redfield accumulated 407,000 
silver dollars, more than enough to 
play a few slot machines. He caressed 
his last cartwheel in 1974. When he 
died, zealous IRS agents, who presum- 
ably could have located hidden cash on 
the Titanic with just 10 minutes’ no- 
tice, discovered Redfield’ s coins stashed 
behind a false wall in his house. 

Two years later, A-Mark Precious 
Metals, Inc. of Santa Monica, Califor- 
nia, paid $7.3 million for the Red- 
field hoard— a heck of a lot of numis- 
matic money back in 1976, a time 
when the only encapsulated coins 
were those embedded in Incite paper- 
weights. The remaining batch of 6,000 
pieces from this historic colleaion was 
purchased last fall from A-Mark by 
Blanchard & Company of Jefferson 
City, Louisiana. 

The Coin World headline announc- 
ing this important transaction read, 
“Firm buys Redfield remainders.’’ 

“Remainders.^’’ I thought. Perhaps 
the Smithsonian Institution has some 
numismatic remnants for sale. Or, may- 
be Johns Hopkins University wants to 
dispose of a few, stray Garrett coins. 


The real Redfield: Collectors fre- 
quently wonder, “How did LaVere 
Redfield get so many silver dollars?’’ 
They also wonder, “What the heck 
kind of name is ‘LaVere’?’’ 

His name remains a mystery, but I 
suspect he purchased the coins during 
an unsolicited telephone call: 

Ring . . . Ring . . . 

Redfield: “Hello?’’ 

Caller: “Mr. Redfield, good day. 
My name is Rob U. Blind, and I’d like 
to talk to you about investing in rare 
United States coins.’’ 

Redfield: “Coins? What kind of 
coins?’’ 

Caller: “Well, silver dollars, of 
course! They’re the hottest items on 
the market right now. But, my com- 
pany — Rare Deals on Cartwheels — 
has been fortunate to acquire a lim- 
ited supply of bright, shiny pieces, 
and we can pass along the savings 
to you.’’ 

Redfield: “Well, I live in Las Vegas. 
I can get all the silver dollars I want 
at a bank or casino.’’ 

Caller: “Oh, but those are just ordi- 
nary coins. We offer clients only se- 
lected, investment-quality specimens.’’ 

Redfield: “What’s the difference be- 
tween the two?’’ 

Caller: “Ours come in fancy holders 
with official-looking certificates of au- 
thenticity.’’ 

Redfield: “How much are these 
‘investment-quality’ coins?’’ 

Caller: “They’re just $29.95 each, 
but if you buy 10 the price is only 
$25 each.’’ 

Redfield: “Well, skip the holders and 
the certificates. Just send me 407,000 
of ’em.’’
